CURRENT SITUATION: [Initial attack and large fire activity continued in
the Eastern Great Basin and Rocky Mountain Areas, necessitating the
mobilization of a Type 1 and Type 1l Incident Management Team. NICC
processed resource orders for caterers, showers, radios, crews,
helicopters and miscellaneous overhead for these Areas. Moderate initial
attack was reported in most other Areas.

Eastern Great Basin Area Large Fires:

SORENSON COMPLEX, Utah State. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Monahan)
is assigned. The fires are located 20 miles west of Richfield, UT. The
BAKER CANYON, SORENSON RANCH, DOG VALLEY PEAK, FLOWELL, and SOUTH TWIN
PEAKS fires are included in this complex. Fire activity forced officials
to close Interstate 15 yesterday. Current concerns are for the village of
Kanosh.

FALCONBERRY, Salmon-Challis NF. This fire is burning 55 miles southwest
of Salmon, ID in the Frank Church River of No Return Wilderness. Control
efforts are being hampered by steep, rocky terrain.

JACK CREEK, Salmon-Challis NF. The fire is burning in heavy timber 59
miles southwest of Salmon, ID. Steep slopes are causing control problems.

PLAZA, Boise District, BLM. Steep terrain, winds, and heavy fuel loads
are hindering control efforts on this fire, located 25 miles northwest of
Boise, ID. Current concerns are for threatened and endangered plant
species.

RICHFIELDS, South-Central ldaho District, BLM. This fire grew rapidly 41
miles northwest of Burley, ID. High winds doubled the size of the blaze
yesterday. Limited access to this fire is causing control problems.

SILVER HILLS, Salt Lake District, BLM. This fire is located 37 miles
south of Wendover, UT. Burnout operations were conducted due to steep
terrain and limited accessibility for firefighters.

(Hart) has been ordered and will transition this afternoon. This fire is
burning in grass, sage and juniper four miles east of Ten Sleep, WY.
Rocky terrain and limited access are causing control problems.

Western Great Basin Large Fires:

SUNRISE, Carson City District, BLM. A Type 1l Incident Management Team
(Burdick) is assigned. The fire is burning in grass, sage and heavy
stands of Pinyon-Juniper approximately 45 miles east of Carson City, NV.
Suppression forces were aided by airtanker drops in meeting containment
objectives. Observed fire behavior included torching and crowning in areas
with steep terrain.

BRIDGER COMPLEX, Kaibab NF. This fire is 25 miles southwest of Jacob
Lake, AZ on the border of Grand Canyon NP. This Complex includes the
BRIDGER KNOLL/JUMP and PASS fires. No other information received.

SHOEBUCKLE, Arizona Strip District, BLM. Burnout operations were
conducted on the southeast corner of the fire. Low humidities and dry
fuels continue to hinder containment objectives.

CHINO WELL FLOOD, Mescalero Agency, BIA. An NPS All Risk Incident
Management Team is assigned. Efforts are concentrated on completing
abatement plans, conducting a comprehensive damage assessment and
organizing recovery projects.

Two fires are in a confinement suppression strategy totalling 19,736
acres.
